They were Nicholas Chavazar- 
ria, Joso Inez Bornel and Florencio 
Hernandez. 
The condemned men 


confessed the plot before they were 
executed. Other Mexicans were im- 
plicated.

dimentions, hatched in El Paso and 
backed by the people who are financ- 
ing Felix 'Diaz in a movement against 
the de facto government of Mexico 
is believed by the police today to 
have been unearthed by the arrest 
last night of fifteen Mexicans accus- 
ed of being implicated in the flight

most trusted of the adherents of the 
late Victoriano Huerta.

The backers of Diaz, it is said, be- 


came dissatisfied because 
his own 


military reputation was limited and 
he had no man with his movement 
in whose generalship the

people had confidence. They were 
also anxious to reinforce the

campaign in southern Mexico by a 
similar insurrection in the northern 
part of the republic. A soldier was 
wanted of proven ability and Salazar 
was selected. He was amply supplied 
with funds and proceeded to organize 
his followers from El Paso.

to try out the sentiments of various 
Carranza garrisons and to stir

court today refused to interfere in 
the execution of the penitentiary sen- 
tence against Carrie Vourren, con- 
victed In Stark county for perform- 
ing an illegal operation.

Asquith's Reply to Hollweg 


London, April 11.—On the occa- 


sion of a Government reception to 
visiting French Senators and Depu- 
ties at Lancaster House 
last 
night 


Premier Asquith took the opportunit\ 
to reply to the speech recently deliv- 
ered in the Reichstag by the Imper- 
ial 
German 
Chancellor, 
Dr. Von 


Bethmann-Hollweg. 
Those present 


included Earl Kitchener, the Marquis 
of Landsdowne, Sir Edward Grey, J 
Austin Chamberlain, Sir Walter Run- 
ciman, Lewis 
Harcourt, 
Viscount 


Bryce, A. J. Balfour and Lord Rob- 
ert Cecil. 


The Premier, 
in 
proposing 
the 


toast, "Our Guests." referred to Von 
Bethmann-Hollweg's claim to readi- 
ness on the part of Germany to ne- 
gotiate peace, and said: 


"The German Chancellor wants us 


to assume the attitude of a defeated 
to a victorious adversary. 
But we 


are not defeated; we are not going 
to be defeated." 


Reiterating that the Entente Allies 


were prepared only for peace on the 
terms of his declaration of Novem- 
ber. 1914. Mr. Asquith proceeded: 


"The Chancellor 
first 
misquotes 


my language, then proceeds to dis- 
tort its obvious meaning and inten- 
tion. 
Great Britain and France en- 


tered the war not to strangle" Ger- 
many or wipe her off the map of Eu- 
rope: not to destroy or mutilate her 
national life: certainly not to inter- 
fere with, to use the Chancellor's 
language, the free exercise of her 
peaceful endeavors. 


"As a result of the war. we intend 


to establish the principle that inter- 
.lational problems must be handled 
)y free negotiations on equal terms 
between free people, and that this 
settlement shall no longer be ham- 
pered or swayed by the overmaster- 
ng dictation of a government con- 
rolled by a military caste. 
That is 


what I mean by the destruction of 
the military domination of Prussia 
—nothing more, but nothing less." 


Referring to the fate of Serbia and 


Montenegro, following a similar fate 
suffered by Belgium, the Premier 
said: 


"\Ve are in this struggle the cham- 


pions, not only of treaty rights, but 
of the independent status and free 
development of weaker countries. In 
:he <.:r(.unistances. cynicism 
could 


iiardly so further than in the Chan- 
cellor's ' laim that is for Germany— 
of all powers—to insist, when peace 
comes, upon 'giving \arious nation- 
alities a chance oi 
Tree 
evolution 


along the lines of their mother ton- 
gue and national individuality.' 
Ap- 


parently this principle is to be ap- 
plied. I suppose, on approved Prus- 
sian lines both to Poland and Bel- 


ium." 


Contending that the Poles have 


lad an illuminating experience of 
the German ideas of a free evolution 
of this kind. Mr. Asquith continued: 


''The atempt to Germanize Poland 


las been for the last 20 years 
at 


once the strenuous purpose and clos- 
;al failure of Prussian domestic poli- 
•y. 
Xobody knows this better-than 


he Chancellor, for he has been one 
of its -<rincipal instruments.

Ferguson spoke of the averting of 
war with England in 1846 as one of 
the most gratifying acts of states- 
manship 
which 
distinguished 
the 


Polk administration, chiefly remem- 
bered for the war with Mexico. Mrs. 
Ferguson has a pleasing personality 
and a voice of good carrying power, 
and her paper was greatly enjoyed. 


The president then presented the 


next speaker as a woman who had 
been identified with the club for 16 
of its 20 years of existence and one 
whose birthday, April 10, was ob- 
served 
by presenting 
the 
topic, 


"From Edmonton to the Sea"—Mrs. 
J. C. Malone. Her appearance was 
greeted with a rising salute which 
she gracefully acknowledged. 
She 


confirmed the president's statement 
as to her birthday by saying that on 
April 10th, 1841. she arrived 
in 


America, that she was intensely 
thankful that the stork had dropped 
her in this country in preference to 
any other in the whole world—and 
she had made a careful study 
of 


most of them along with the Travel- 
ers' club. She then proceeded to act 
as guide over the wonderful journey 
she had taken 
through the great 


rorthwest, over the Canadian Paci- 
fic railroad—a journey so packed 
with marvels as to defy reproduction 
in a newspaper report. She pointed 
out Mt. Robinson, which towers 13,- 
700 feet above sea le\el, and passed 
pictures illustrating the beauties of 
the region. 
She snoke of 
Prince 


Rupert, which the British are to use 
as the gateway to Japan, 
and she 


spoke of Alaska and how 
the fish- 


eries alone have returned this coun- 
try over thirty times the value of its 
purchase price. She was warmly ap- 
plauded at the conclusion of her talk.
